Pometemke is a more 
gqjYey ful ship than any In Kurher’« 
squadron, and the gravity of the sit­ 
uation is increase« ! b y the fact that 
the city Is practically in the posses­ 
sion of the strikers. wh« > ac« x» rding to 
the « lispatches. had already b een en 
oouraged t«» open resistance b y the 
mutiny of the sailors and were erect­ 
ing b arricades an« t fighting the police 
and the troops in the streets. Should 
the sailors of Kurher’s ships join the 
mutineers the government would have 
to face open revolution, which would 
spread like wild Are to « » ther towns. 
The workmen of all these towns from 
which sailors are largely recruited are 
imb ued with the socialistic and rev<v 
lutionary propaganda. 
At Seb astopol 
less than a month ago disorders were 
Suppress*'« l with difficulty . 
Ever since the war started ugly re­ 
ports ab out the crews of the Black Sea 
fleet have b een current. 
Men have 
b een sh« » t and 
even t>fflcers court- 
martialed for disob edience, and y es­ 
terday at Seb astopol twelve sailors 
were condemned to three y ears’ Im 
prlaonment for mutiny . 
No b etter evidence of the spirit of 
the crews Is needed than an official 
announcement made b y the a« lmiralty 
y esterday that Admiral Neb ogatoff and 
the other officers wh« > surremlered In 
the Sea of Japan w« » uld have to stan« 1 
trial b y court-martial upon their re­ 
turn 
Practically all of the crews of 
the vessels which surrendered came 
from the Black Sea. 
The fact that 
Odessa is not a fortified port explains 
why the tvniaz Potememkln is ab le to 
lit in the harb or unmolested. 
The news of the mutiny coming just 
at this time, when Poland is in a state 
of ferment, when agrarian disorders 
are coming to a head and when the 
government is attempting mob iliza­ 
tion involving ab out 200,090 men, may 
easily precipitate a crisis, and the au­ 
thorities are etui avoring to keep it 
from the pub lic. 
All newspaper dis­ 
patches have b een stopped and the 
newspapers have b een forb idden to 
mention the mutiny . Nevertheless the 
Lib erals and agitators have many 
way s of spreading the tidings through 
underground channels, and, for in­ 
stance. in St. Petersb urg the news was 
known in all the cafes at midnight 
The Radicals hall the event as the 
dawn of an actual armed revolution. 
•‘The moment 
for which we have 
waited has com« 1.” said one in front 
of a restaurant when b e heard the 
news. 
News has been received of disorders 
resulting from the mob ilization tn the 
government of Poltava, some reserv 
ists refusing to appear and others 
starting riots. The authorities at Pol­ 
tava are unwilling to dispatch troops, 
as the entire force availab le is needed 
in that government.
